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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 3, 5-13 and 15-19 are allowed over prior art of record and in light of applicant's 
arguments filed on February 15 2008. 

The following is the examiner's statement of reason of allowance: The prior art of record 
to Bushe discloses a resource management application that displays a master view on a 
graphical user interface of a computer system that contains graphical representations of user 
selectable tasks that may be applied to graphical representations of various user selectable 
managed objects that represent managed resources. Tasks can represent, for example, systems 
management operations or functions that a systems manager can invoke or apply to one or more 
of the selected managed objects. 

Bushc fails to disclose or suggest a layout engine for adding one or more of the additional 
user interface elements to the visual tree after the associated visual style definition has been 
bound to the one or more data fields, wherein the layout engine is able to place said additional 
user interface elements relative to the physical properties of a display of the computer system; 
and a rendering engine which uses the visual tree passed to the layout engine which added the 
one or more user interface elements to render the data for display.
